HEREAS many Murders, Manſlaughters and other great Diſorders 
are frequently committed and done in divers Taverns and other Pub- 
lick Houſes within this Ciry and the Liberties thereof by Diſorderly 
Perſons Reſorting thereto, and Abiding therein ar late and unſeaſonable 
| Hours in the Night, to the Ruin of many Families : And in ſuch Pub- 
lick Houſes are often harboured Houlſe-breakers, Robbers, Lewd and Debauched Men 
and Women, by reaſon whereof many Thefts, Robberies and other Miſdemeanours are 
frequetircly done and conimitred, to the great Diſturbance of che Peace, contrary to the 
Laws of this Kingdom, and to the great Diſhonour of the Government of this Ciry. For 
preventing of which great Evils and Miſchiefs for the future, It is Ordered by this COURT, 
Thar all Vintners, Coffee-Sellers, Alchouſe-keepers, Victuallers and all others keeping Pub- 
lick Houſes witkiu rhis Ciry and the Liberties thereof, do nor from henceforth permit or 
ſuffer any Perſon or Perſons to be or continue in their reſpective Houſe or Houſes Gaming, 
Appling or Drinkirig after the Hour of Ten of the Clock in the Night-rime berween 
#SuSrhaelmas and our Lady-Day ; Nor after the Hour of Eleven of the Clock in the Night- 
time between Lady-day and Michaelmas ; Nor on any part of the Lord's Day, And it is fur- 
ther Ordered, That all Conſtables, Watchmen and others "employed or intruſted ro keep 
and preſerve the Peace and good Order of this City, in the Night-time do mike diligenr 
Enquiry after, and due Obſervation and Search of all Taverns, Alchoufes, Victualling- 
houſes, and other Publick Houſes in this Ciry and the Liberties thereof, and give Informa- 


| tion upon Oath from tirne to time to the Right Honourable the Lord Mayor, or ſome other 
- Juſtice of the Peace of this City, of all Perſons offending contrary hereunto, to the end they 


may be effectually proſecuted and proceeded againſt according to Law for fo doing, ar the 


' publick Seſſions of the Peace to be held for this City, as Keepers of diſorderly Houſes ; as 


they will anſwer the contrary at their Perils. And it is farther Ordered, that ths OR DER 
be forchwith printed and publiſhed, and ſent to the ſeveral Conſtables and Beadles within this 


City and Liberties for the better Obſervance thereof. : |
